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Churchyard focus of 
anti-social behaviour 


Police step up patrols after residents complain of rowdy, drunken, nuisance groups

RESIDENTS of an area in Newmar¬ 
ket have been plagued by anti-social 
behaviour centred on a church - and 
police have vowed to tackle the prob¬ 
lem. 

All Saints Church is said to have 
become the focus of anti-social be¬ 
haviour over the past two months, 
according to a residents association. 

A letter from Sunnyside Park Lane 
residents association was sent to Cllr 
Shirley Crickmere, a town councillor 
for All Saints ward, and was shared at 
the Newmarket town council meeting 
on Monday evening. 

In it, Simon Bentley, director, said: 
“Over the past couple of months it 
has become increasingly evident that 
the All Saints churchyard is being 
used by various groups of people for 
anti-social behaviour.” 

Mr Bentley said he had heard 
“constant use of bad language”, con¬ 
sumption of alcohol and items being 
thrown over the church roof and at 
houses and cars. 

In one recent incident, the let¬ 
ter said, three women entered the 
churchyard to urinate. 

In a letter to Mr Bentley, Brian 
Thatcher, secretary and administra¬ 
tor of All Saints Church, said: “It was 
identified that there were different 
groups of people congregating in the 
churchyard. Some just sit there talk¬

ing and drinking, but are responsible 
citizens who cause no disturbance 
and leave no rubbish behind them. 

“Other groups are much more dis¬ 
ruptive and it is these people who are 
a major cause for concern.” 

Mel Leaman, the new police ser¬ 
geant for Newmarket, briefed the 
councillors on what the police were 
doing to tackle the problem. 

He said: “We have increased pa¬ 
trols in that area. We are going to do 
a door-knock in the whole area to en¬ 
courage people to report problems to 
us.” 

Sgt Leaman told councillors there 
was an issue with people drinking 
out on the streets, which the police 
were tackling by using the Designated 


Public Place Order (DPPO), which al¬ 
lows them to seize the alcohol. 

Cllr Robin Millar, who represents 
All Saints ward on Forest Heath Dis¬ 
trict Council, said: “It is concerning 
if people are gathering and causing a 
nuisance. 

“People have a right to be able to 
walk safely and enjoy the streets they 
live and walk on. If people are gather¬ 
ing and causing a nuisance, the po¬ 
lice need to do something about it. 
We need to get on top of it.” 

The church has begun to keep a 
log of when people are congregating 
in the churchyard and is passing the 


information to the police, as well as 
asking local residents to report any 
incidents by calling 101. 

Mr Thatcher told the News that the 
anti-social behaviour was a “dilem¬ 
ma” for the church, as some people 
who used its grounds were “very good 
citizens”. 

But he added: “It is the residents 
who have to live with the trouble go¬ 
ing on in the grounds and it is worse 
for them as we are only here for a few 
hours a week. 

“We wholeheartedly support the 
work of the police who will have to 
move people on from the church.” 


Tribute to 
mark start 
of the war 

LOCAL residents and 
councillors will come 
together on Monday to 
commemorate 100 years 
since the outbreak of the 
First World War. 

At 6pm on Monday, 
August 4, a short service 
will be held at the war 
memorial in Newmarket, 
paying tribute to those 
from the town who fought. 

Wreaths will be laid 
from local groups, and a 
poem will be read. 

The Last Post will end 
the service. 

Anyone is welcome to 
come along to the service. 

Over in Exning, the bells 
of St Martin's Church will 
ring out on Sunday to 
mark the anniversary of 
the outbreak of the First 
World War. 

The bells will be rung 
continuously for 45 
minutes to pay tribute to 
the 80 villagers who died. 

A narrative of wartime 
poetry and music by 
Newmarket Town Band 
will feature, while the 
illuminated Rolls of 
Honour, showing the 
names of those from 
Exning who enlisted, will 
be on display. 

The event will be held 
at the church on Church 
Lane, Exning, on the 
evening of August 3, 
starting at 7pm. Doors will 
open at 6.30pm. 

Admission is free but 
donations can be made to 
the British Legion Poppy 
Appeal.

WELL known town and dis¬ 
trict councillor Bill Sadler 
will be unable to stand for 
election with the Conserva¬ 
tive party next year after be¬ 
ing deselected by the party’s 
candidate selection com¬ 
mittee.

A STABLE worker who was 
found dead in a field in So¬ 
ham last week had hanged 
herself, an inquest has 
heard. 

The body of Pamela Win- 
terburn, aged 44, was dis¬ 
covered last Monday even¬ 
ing, July 21, in a field in 
Soham. 

Pam, of Orchard Row, So¬ 
ham, had shaped a career in 
racing as a stable girl. 

She was known in New¬ 
market for looking after Sir 
Henry Cecil’s winner of the 
1999 Oaks and Yorkshire 
Oaks, Ramruma. 

She also looked after Shi¬ 
va, another Group One win¬ 
ner, in 1999, just months 
after she joined the Warren 
Place team. 

More recently, Pam 
worked at Hugo Palmer’s 
stables for 14 months, be¬ 
fore leaving in April. 

She then moved onto a job

with Ed Walker back at War¬ 
ren Place, with her employ¬ 
ment ending there at the 
end of May. 

An inquest into her death 
was open and adjourned 
pending further inquiries on 
Friday. 

Her cause of death was 
provisionally given as hang¬ 
ing. 

Pam was known to have 
been working with Racing 
Welfare and the National 
Union of Stable Staff (NASS) 
in the weeks before her 
death as they looked into 
employment issues she was 
facing. 

Jan Wade, spokesperson 
for Racing Welfare, said: “We 
are extremely sad to hear 
about the death of Pam Win- 
terburn. 

“We can never confirm 


or deny that someone is on 
our books but we are there 
for people in Pam’s position 
who need help and any of 
our welfare services would 
have been made available 
to her. 

“These services are always 
available to her friends and 
family. 

“Anyone who would like 
to contact our welfare office 
will receive help.” 

A spokesman for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Police said: “We 
were called at 7.38pm on 
July 21 following the discov¬ 
ery of a woman’s body on 
land at Clipsow Meadow in 
Soham. 

“The death is not being 
treated as suspicious and 
we have passed a file to the 
Coroner.” 

A full inquest into Pam’s 
death will be held on De¬ 
cember 10 at the Coroner’s 
office in Huntingdon.

A FARM worker was taken to 
hospital by air ambulance 
after he was kicked by a bull¬ 
ock and thrown against a 
wall.

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Memorial work 


well under way

WORK is well under-way 
on the Bill Tutte Memorial 
planned for Rutland Hill in 
Newmarket, and is set to be 
finished in early September. 

Newmarket-born Bill Tutte 
was responsible for break¬ 
ing the Lorenz cipher at the 
Government’s code-cracking 
headquarters at Bletchley 
Park in 1941. 

The cipher was a key 
means of communication 
for high-level German army 
officers. 

Work on the memorial is 
now well under way, with 
roadworks affecting the High 
Street last week. 

Richard Fletcher, chair¬ 
man of the memorial com¬ 
mittee, said: “Work is going 
very well and it’s set to be 
unveiled on September 10. 

“We are confident that we 
will be finished by then.” 

Cold War considerations 
meant Mr Tutte’s work was 
kept a secret until the 1990s. 

Mr Fletcher added: “We 
started this memorial be¬ 
cause we felt he deserved the 
recognition for his achieve¬ 
ments. The memorial will 
show those.” 


Mr Tutte was the son of a 
gardener and went to school 
in Cheveley before moving 
to Cambridge High School 
for Boys. 

He won a scholarship to 
read chemistry at Trinity 
College in 1935 and 13 years 
later, emigrated to Canada 
where he was a professor at 
two Canadian universities. 

When the work is finished, 
it will feature five stainless 
steel sheet pillars on a raised 
stone arc. Each pillar will 
be marked with dots which 


replicate the punched paper 
tape which was used by tel¬ 
eciphers. 

When viewed from a cer¬ 
tain angle, the holes will 
form a picture of Mr Tutte’. 

Cash left over from the 
memorial will be used for 
a Bill Tutte scholarship, de¬ 
signed for people who want 
to study mathematics or 
computer sciences and may 
not otherwise be able to go 
to university.

A MAN from Soham has 
been charged with killing 
another man by drink 
driving. 

Steven Samuel, 21, of 
Hasse Road, was arrested 
at the scene of the crash 
in Undley Road, Beck Row 
Common, Lakenheath, on 
Saturday, October 19 last 
year. 


The blue Ford Focus he 
was driving hit a tree at 
around 5.45am after Samuel 
appeared to have lost 
control. 

The front seat passenger, 
John Joe Scott, 22, of 
Wingfield Road, Lakenheath, 
died at the scene, despite 
the efforts of the emergency 
services. 


Last Wednesday, Suffolk 
Police confirmed that Samuel 
had been charged with one 
count of causing death by 
careless driving while under 
the influence of alcohol. 

Samuel, who is 
unemployed, was released 
on police bail to appear at 
Bury Magistrates Court on 
Tuesday, September 2. 
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Poppies, to 
remember 
our history 

POPPIES have been planted 
in Mildenhall to recognise 
the 100th anniversary of The 
Great War. 

On Monday, August 4, it 
will be 100 years to the day 
since the start of the war, 
in which nearly one million 
British soldiers were killed, 
and more were injured. 

With poppies becoming 
a symbol of the war, park 
officers at Forest Heath 
District Council (FHDC) 
planted the flowers through 
Douglas Park. 

Cllr Tony Wheble, 
chairman of the Mildenhall 
and district Royal British 
Legion, said: "The poppy 
is a symbol for the bravery, 
honour and sacrifice made 
by the young men - many of 
them still teenagers - who 
fought in the trenches, who 
stared into the face of hell. 

"The poppy has since 
become a symbol for all our 
courageous men and women 
who have served for our 
country and for those still 
serving even now. 

"Our history should 
always be remembered. 

"Their sacrifice should 
always be honoured."

Row over housing 
proposal ends in 
resignation calls

CALLS for a councillor to re¬ 
sign were made at a parish 
council meeting last week 
after members raised issues 
about his conduct over a 
major planning decision. 

Cllr Andy Drummond, 
who is chairman of Forest 
Heath District Council, and 
a district councillor and par¬ 
ish councillor for Red Lodge 
and Herringswell, was scru¬ 
tinised by councillors after 
he voted to approve plans 
for 374 new homes in Red 
Lodge, despite fierce oppo¬ 
sition from residents. 

An extraordinary meeting 
of Red Lodge Parish Council 
was called last Thursday to 
“discuss Cllr Drummond’s 
conduct at Forest Heath Dis¬ 
trict Council (FHDC) regard¬ 
ing the planning application 
relating to Red Lodge”. 

At an earlier extraordinary 
meeting of Herringswell Par¬ 
ish Council, Cllr Drummond 
told members that he would

“prefer development in the 
district to go to Red Lodge 
and not Newmarket”. 

According to the min¬ 
utes, Cllr Drummond said: 
“Sometimes you have to 
make decisions that are un¬ 
popular and, because my 
business is based in New¬ 
market, I am more interest¬ 
ed in what happens there.” 

But speaking to the News 
yesterday, Cllr Drummond 
said he made the comments 
about Newmarket because 
he was “trying to wind them 
up” as they came at him with 
calls to resign. He said: “It is 
not the case at all that I am 
more interested in Newmar¬ 
ket.” 

When asked to explain his 


decision to back the plans at 
the Red Lodge Parish Coun¬ 
cil meeting last Thursday, 
Cllr Drummond told them 
that he had recommended 
approval, knowing that 
there would then be time 
for the plans to be amended, 
in line with the council’s 
concerns regarding sew¬ 
age and access. He said if 
the plans were refused then 
the firm could appeal and if 
they won, the housing plans 
could go through in their 
original state with no am- 
mendments made. 

“I prevented it from being 
refused on the night and I 
set about doing that delib¬ 
erately. There’s more work to 
be done to sort this out,” he 
said. 

But councillors insisted 
he should resign and plan 
to write to Forest Heath Dis¬ 
trict Council. 

Speaking yesterday, Cllr 
Drummond said: “I will defi¬ 
nitely not be resigning. I am 
very pleased the application 
has been deferred.”

A COMMUNITY wildlife garden has 
been officially opened in Soham. 

Green-fingered members of 
the Soham Allotment Association 
have spent months transforming 
an overgrown, unused plot at the 
allotments in Berrycroft into a haven for 
wildlife. 

The new facilities are not only being 
enjoyed by allotment holders but also 
members of the community, including 
local schoolchildren and charity groups. 

John Curtis, who has co-ordinated 
the project, organised a formal opening 
ceremony at the wildlife garden on 
Friday. 

He said: "The town council gave us 
permission to use one of the run down 
plots for this project. 

"The entire plot is fenced off for 
safety reasons, we have a good sized 
pond, a wildflower meadow, an area 
with a lawn and seating for the children 
to sit and make notes on the talks I 
give them regarding the wildlife they 
are likely to find in and around their 
gardens. 

"During the winter months, I spent 
my time collecting old wooden pallets, 
taking them apart and constructing 
hedgehog boxes, a toad/frog box and 
numerous bird and bug boxes. A 
rockery surrounds part of the pond and 
recently we found frogspawn around 
the edges."

St John’s Avenue: 
Neighbours look 
at housing plans 


RESIDENTS were given the 
chance to have their say on 
plans for a housing develop¬ 
ment in St John’s Avenue in 
Newmarket. 

Developers Flagship 
House presented initial 
plans for the 21-house de¬ 
velopment on St John’s Av¬ 
enue. The company used 
the consultation to get the 
views of local residents, giv¬ 
ing a chance for changes to 
the initial plan to be made 
before it goes to councillors. 

Lee Webster, development 
project manager, said: “Prior 
to submitting a formal plan¬ 
ning permission, we par¬ 
ticularly wanted to seek the 
views of the site’s immediate 
neighbours whose feedback 
resulting from previous sub¬ 
missions has played a key 
role in the proposals we are 
currently presenting.” 

Developers Flagship said 
much of the discussion they 
heard at the consultation 
was “positive”, with at least

50 people coming through 
the doors of Ditton Lodge 
school during the event. 

Mr Webster added: “The 
wider public will be invited 
to comment on proposals 
in due course as part of the 
formal consultation process 
following an application for 
planning permission.” 

But Peter Cresswell, for¬ 
mer councillor and resident 
of nearby Peterhouse Drive, 
has said the consultation 
has highlighted a “lack of 
joined-up thinking” by pub¬ 
lic bodies. He said: “Flagship 
has readily acknowledged 
that this is a sensitive site. It 
is obvious that it is unsuit¬ 
able for affordable housing. 

“The education depart¬ 
ment has advised that Dit¬ 
ton Lodge School is already 
full and there is a waiting 
list. If families moved into a 
development opposite, they 
would have to transport 


their children to schools 
elsewhere. It is ridiculous.” 

Instead, Mr Cresswell said 
a scheme of bungalows for 
elderly people would be 
“preferable”. He added: “If 
elderly people moved into 
bungalows on that site, it 
would free up the houses 
they currently live in.” 

Adam Broadway, director 
of development, said: “We 
were made aware of prob¬ 
lems relating to parking near 
the local primary school. 

“We also know that there 
are currently 155 fami¬ 
lies looking for affordable 
homes in the area. We will 
be using this knowledge to 
work with public bodies, in¬ 
cluding the Local Education 
Authority, to see how we can 
try to help to alleviate these 
issues while bringing for¬ 
ward much-needed local af¬ 
fordable housing.”

A LEGAL bill of £1 million 
run up in the noise bat¬ 
tle at Mildenhall Stadium 
has been branded a “grave 
concern” by the country’s 
most senior judge. 

Lord Neuberger, presi¬ 
dent of the Supreme 
Court, made the latest 
ruling about the stagger¬ 
ing £1,067,000 costs which 
arose after a couple waged 
war against Mildenhall’s 
West Row Stadium. 

The stadium - home 
of the successful Fen Ti¬ 
gers speedway team - is 
less than one kilometre 
from Fenland, in Cooks 
Drove, the former home of 
Katherine Lawrence and

Raymond Shields, who 
claimed they were una¬ 
ware of it when they pur¬ 
chased the property. 

The case first went to the 
High Court where a judge 
awarded them £20,000 
compensation, which 
was stripped by the Ap¬ 
peal Court before being 
reinstated by the Supreme 
Court in February. 

The massive legal costs 
are now owed to Lawrence 
and Shields’ lawyers. 

And, under an earlier 
court ruling, David Cov¬ 
entry and Moto-Land UK 


Limited, owners of the sta¬ 
dium, will be liable to pay 
60 per cent of the bill, in 
addition to their own legal 
costs. 

David Coventry and Mo- 
to-Land UK have claimed 
being landed with the bill 
would be a breach of their 
human rights and said 
even if they paid, there 
would still be an outstand¬ 
ing £400,000 that could 
end up as Lawrence and 
Shields’ responsibility. 

Lord Neuberger called 
the costs “disturbing” and 
said the alarming nature 
of the fees was reinforced 
by the fact that the house 
in question, in which Ms 


Lawrence and Mr Shields 
lived between January 
2006 and May 2010, is only 
worth £300,000. 

It is now thought the ‘no 
win no fee’ system will face 
intense judicial scrutiny. 

A petition to Save 
Mildenhall Stadium 

reached nearly 17,000 sig¬ 
natures. 

The petition urges the 
government, which will 
now be given the chance 
to decide who pays what 
legal costs at a future hear¬ 
ing, to overturn the com¬ 
pensation decision which 
they say would “save stock 
car racing and speedway at 
Mildenhall”.

are all factors that can contrib¬ 
ute to injury, so get the frame 
size right and take advice on 
getting your bike set up prop¬ 
erly before you start out. 

A common issue for more ex¬ 
perienced cyclists to consider is 
when small niggles left untreat¬ 
ed become big problems that 
will keep you off the bike.

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Man attacked 
scooter rider, 
court is told 


A NEWMARKET man knocked a mobility 
scooter rider to the ground and inflicted a 
broken shoulder, it has been claimed. 

Joaquim Cardoso, of St Mary’s Square, 
denied causing grevious bodily harm and 
told police he acted in self defence during 
his trial at Ipswich Crown Court. 

The prosecution allege that the attack 
took place in Market Hill, Brandon, on the 
afternoon of September 27 last year. 

Cardoso, 62, is alleged to have run up 
to a mobility scooter being ridden by 
73-year-old Peter Shea before knocking 
him to the ground and then began hitting 
him while he was on the ground. 

The alleged victim had died from unre¬ 
lated causes since the incident, the court 
was told. 

Prosecuting, Andrew Shaw said earlier 
Cardoso had apparently been involved in 
the theft of a wallet at The Flintknappers 
pub in Brandon which, although police 
were notified, was resolved. 

On September 27, CCTV images 
showed Mr Shea driving his mobility 
scooter towards a pedestrian crossing. A 
verbal exchange took place between Mr

Shea and Cardoso, in which Cardoso was 
called a thief. 

The jury heard from witnesses who said 
they saw Cardoso running towards Mr 
Shea and shouting aggressively. 

The prosecution claim that Cardoso 
knocked Mr Shea to the ground with a 
single “wild punch” and then hit him 
while he was on the ground until a pas¬ 
ser-by intervened. 

David Murfitt told the jury he pulled 
Cardoso off Mr Shea, who appeared to be 
unconscious. 

Following his arrest, Cardoso told po¬ 
lice he had not intended to injure Mr Shea 
and only wanted to talk to him. 

While admitting that he had run across 
Market Square to where Mr Shea was 
waiting to cross the road, Cardoso said he 
had not deliberately struck him or pushed 
him to the ground. 

Cardoso claimed that Mr Shea had 
swung a punch at him and he had struck 
out only in self defence. 

The trial continues.

Albert Mazibuko is the only original member left in legendary South 
African group Ladysmith Black Mambazo. Gearing up for Cambridge Folk 
Festival, the singer talks to ELLA WALKER 


ALBERT Mazibuko isn’t entirely 
sure whether he’s been to 
Cambridge Folk Festival before. 

You can't really blame 
him; the 66-year-old has 
been touring the globe 
with South Africa's greatest 
musical export, Ladysmith 
Black Mambazo, since 1969. 
That's 45 years of festival and 
concert performances, and 
Cherry Hinton is nice, but let's 
be honest, for a guy who's 
travelled with Nelson Mandela 
(more of which later), it's not 
exactly worthy of a spot in his 
all-time highlights. 

Born Mdletshe Albert 
Mazibuko in 1948 in the 
town of Ladysmith in South 
Africa, three hours west of 
Durban and three hours east of 
Johannesburg, he was the eldest 
of six brothers and dropped 
out of school aged 8 to work 
on his father's farm. Years 
of manual labour followed, 
including a stint at an asbestos 
factory, before he signed up to 
his cousin's fledgling a cappella 
group. 

They took their name from 
their hometown Ladysmith, 
with Black referring to oxen, the 
strongest of their farm animals; 
and Mambazo, the Zulu word 
for a chopping axe, to symbolise 


the group's capacity to "chop 
down" any singing rival foolish 
enough to take them on. In the 
end though, they became so 
good they landed themselves 
a record deal in 1970 and 
got banned from singing 
competitively; they were too in 
demand as bona fide artists. 

Their popularity was 
as much down to talent, 
charm and modesty as their 
commitment to preserving 
South Africa's musical heritage, 
drawing largely on traditional 
isicathamiya music (pronounced 
"is-cot-a-ME-Ya”), that came 
out of the dire conditions to 
which black South African 
miners were historically 
subjected. 

Albert, humble, sweet and 
softly spoken, has seen the 
group develop and change, as 
old members moved on and 
new ones filtered in. "You know, 
the different members have 
been tremendous all these years 
because when we start, the 
music, you want it to encourage 
people to work together and 
be strong and then where the 
time goes is, we have to put our 
music [out there] to encourage 
people not to fight one another 
but fight the system that was 
bad for everyone in South 


Africa," he says thoughtfully. 

"When the freedom was 
achieved in South Africa, 
we started to sing about 
the celebration. Now we 
are celebrating what has 
been achieved by the people 
in South Africa and we are 
still encouraging people that 
working together, it's the 
best thing in the world." 

One of the greatest things 
to have ever happened to 
the group was when they 
were invited to accompany 
Nelson Mandela and Frederik 
Willem de Klerk, who brokered 
the end of apartheid, to 
Norway in 1993 to receive 
the Nobel Peace Prize. 

"That was the highest of 
the highlights for me because 
when we were there witnessing 
these two leaders they were 
accepting the peace for our 
country," Albert recalls. "We 
were asked to perform at 
the ceremony and also at the 
celebration but to be in the 
ceremony was the greatest 
honour for us. 

"Mandela requested us to 
sing there and even the song 
that we should sing, so he chose 
two songs and then we have 
to combine these two songs to 
make the length of four minutes, 


them there's nothing gonna 
come easy in life but you got to 
dedicate yourself and then you 
commit yourself and then you 
do what you believe in, and then 
you do it. By doing that you can 
achieve anything." 

The group are a case in point, 
just this year they won their 
fourth Grammy Award for Best 
World Music Album with Live: 


Singing For Peace Around The 
World, and neither the group, 
nor Albert, shows any signs of 
taking a rest.

FROM its visually stunning opening set 
to the funky strains of Come And Get 
Your Love by Native American rock band 
Redbone, Guardians Of The Galaxy lends 
the Marvel Comics big screen universe a 
delightful retro twang. 

The sardonic anti-hero is seldom 
parted from his Walkman and he 
inspires his cohorts to greatness with 
repeated references to Kevin Bacon and 
Footloose. 

As the slick special effects attest, 
the budget for this intergalactic romp 
is big - so too are the laughs courtesy 
of director James Gunn and co-writer 
Nicole Perlman. 

The opening sequence affectionately 
nods to Raiders Of The Lost Ark and 
when the mystery surrounding the film's 
fabled treasure is revealed, the space 
cowboy casually notes the trinket has 
"a shiny suitcase, Ark of the Covenant, 
Maltese Falcon vibe". 

Gunn doesn't skimp on the spectacle 
- if anything, a couple of the outlandish 
set pieces are too long - but he adds a 
comic twist to each deafening blast of 
pyrotechnics. 

Thus a centrepiece prison break is 
underscored by Rupert Holmes' 1979 
hit Escape (The Pina Colada Song) and 
when the anti-hero barely escapes death 
in his spaceship and an extra-terrestrial 
girlfriend stumbles up from the hold, he 
looks at her with embarrassment and 
confesses, "I'm going to be honest with 
you. I forgot you were here". 



Abducted from his parents as a child 
and raised by thieves led by blue-skinned 
tyrant Yondu (Michael Rooker), Peter 
Quill (Chris Pratt) is a thief for hire, who 
steals a mystical orb sought by sadistic 
warlord Ronan (Lee Pace) and his army 
of Sakaarans. 

Peter evades Ronan's clutches and 
eventually aligns himself with a motley 
crew of mercenaries comprising green¬ 
skinned assassin Gamora (Zoe Saldana), 
genetically engineered raccoon Rocket 
(voiced by Bradley Cooper), his tree-like 
sidekick Groot (voiced by Vin Diesel) 
and vengeance-seeking warrior Drax the 
Destroyer (Dave Bautista), whose entire 
family was slaughtered by Ronan. 

When Peter learns the orb is an 
ancient artefact with the power to 
destroy the universe, he must put selfish 
desires to one side to repel Ronan 
and his underlings including fearsome 
intergalactic hunter Korath (Djimon 


Hounsou). 

Guardians Of The Galaxy is a blast. 
Pratt brings swagger and dry wit to 
his emotionally wounded hero, while 
Saldana adds sass and sex appeal to her 
otherworldly assassin. 

Bautista is marvellous as the hulk who 
takes everything literally - "Nothing 
goes over my head, my reflexes are too 
fast" - but almost every scene is stolen 
by the computer-gene rated double-act 
of Rocket and Groot. 

Cooper voices his feisty gun-toting 
furball with a wonderful blend of 
defiance and sarcasm, and breaks our 
hearts when it seems that he might be 
separated from his beloved sidekick 
forever. 

Cameos from Benicio Del Toro and 
Glenn Close hint at a wider canvas of 
political intrigue that director Gunn will 
be keen to explore in a sequel star-dated 
for release in 2017.

Allotments 
facing threat 


THIS summer, during National Allotments Week, 
many gardeners will be flying the flag for all those 
who love their allotments with commemorative 
events and grow-your-own celebrations. 

But the event organiser, the National Allotment 
Society, is also promoting a much more serious 
message, highlighting the need 
to strengthen the protection 
for our remaining allotment 
sites and emphasising the 
benefits allotments bring to 
people and the environment. 

Reports vary as to how 
many allotments there are in 
the UK today, with estimates 
ranging from 150,000 to 
300,000. 

In 1996 there were four 
people waiting for every 100 bv Hannah 
plots, but reports claim that 
has risen to 57 today, as the economic downturn 
and television programmes such as Gardeners' 
World and The Big Allotment Challenge have 
encouraged people to try self-sufficiency. 

Allotments are protected by legislation, so if 
a statutory site - bought by the local council to 
use specifically for allotments - is sold off, the 
council is obliged to provide a replacement plot. 
However, what sort of site it is replaced with may 


be an issue for gardeners. 

Di Appleyard, the society's marketing manager, 
explains: "Moving an allotment site could mean 
dismantling thriving, socially cohesive allotment 
communities that, as recent research has shown, 
are situated on land that is high in bio-diversity 
with healthy soil, producing a 
significant amount of locally 
grown food. 

"Although legislation dictates 
that the plot holders must be 
offered an alternative growing 
space, it does not take into 
account the historical value 
and sense of place of the site or 
the damage that is done to the 
existing social networks. This 
element needs to be recognised 
and existing allotment sites 
should be valued and protected 

from disruption." 

The real threat to plot holders, it seems, 
lies in the loss of council-owned land classed 
as a temporary site - which the council has 
claimed for something else, such as a school or 
a cemetery, but on which allotments have been 
built as a temporary measure. 

"In such cases, plot holders should get the land 
registered as a community asset, which will give

them a level of protection," Appleyard advises. 

“A lot of councils have been offloading 
allotments to groups of plot holders to self- 
manage. Locality, a network for community-led 
organisations ( www.locality.org.uk ) is a good 
starting point if you need help doing this." 

The society is concerned that the recent 
relaxation of the planning regulations, along with 
the pressure on local councils to build much- 
needed new homes, may result in more councils 
opting to sell allotment land rather than allocating 
previously used land for that purpose. 

"Don't wait for the rumours to start that an 
allotment in your area is going to be sold off 


to make a car park. Form an association or get 
together with other sites to get involved in a local 
plan. It's hard for a national organisation to lobby 
and change things because it's down to local 
councils to make their decisions about planning 
and development. Unless the community gets 
involved in it at an early stage, then it's probably 
too late," she adds. 

"An allotment association can be a really 
dynamic group, keeping allotments in the public 
eye, lobbying councillors and organising fund¬ 
raising charitable events."

Green light for 
50mph lorries 
on rural roads 


THE AA has welcomed a Gov¬ 
ernment decision to raise the 
speed limit for lorries on rural 
roads from 40mph to 50mph 
which Brake has condemned. 

AA president Edmund 
King said: “This seems like a 
common sense move. Every 
driver has probably experi¬ 
enced being stuck behind a 
lorry travelling at their legal 
40mph limit on a single car¬ 
riageway main road with a 
national default speed limit 
of 60mph for cars.” 

Julie Townsend, deputy 
chief executive for Brake, 
the road safety charity, said: 
“We are disappointed and 
concerned by this announce¬ 
ment. Our own survey has 
just revealed the worrying ex¬ 
tent of dangerous fast driving 
on country roads. We should 
be taking steps to address 
this, through driver educa¬ 
tion, lower speed limits and 
better enforcement. We are 
concerned for rural commu¬ 
nities already blighted by 


fast traffic and for those who 
want to safely enjoy the coun¬ 
tryside on foot, bike or horse¬ 
back. This threatens to make 
these problems worse.” 

The Government is also 
consulting on increasing the 
speed limit for lorries on dual 
carriageways from the cur¬ 
rent 50mph to 60mph. 

Mr King said an AA/Popu- 
lus poll showed 81 per cent 
of drivers did not know the 
legal national speed limit for 
lorries on single carriageway 
m ain roads. 

He went on: “So it is no 
wonder other drivers get frus¬ 
trated, perhaps thinking the 
lorry driver was just being 
awkward, lost or was trying 
to save fuel. 

“Smoother traffic flow also 
provides some economic 
benefit by improving jour¬ 
ney times. We appreciate 
concerns about letting lorries 
travel faster but a more realis¬ 
tic limit should lead to better 
compliance by all.” 


Announcing the change, 
which effects England and 
Wales, transport minister 
Claire Perry said: “We’re are 
doing all we can to get Brit¬ 
ain moving and boost growth. 
This change will do exactly 
that and save our haulage in¬ 
dustry £11 million a year. 

“Britain has one of the 
world’s best road safety re¬ 
cords and yet speed limits for 
lorries have been stuck in the 
1960s. 

“This change will remove 
a 20mph difference between 
lorry and car speed limits, 
cutting dangerous overtaking 
and bringing permitted lorry 
speeds into line with other 
large vehicles like coaches 
and caravans.” 

Geoff Dunning, of the Road 
Haulage Association, said: 
“This decision will be strong¬ 
ly welcomed by hauliers and 
their drivers.” 

The change in speed limits 
will come into force in early 
2015.

Taghrooda earns 
a place in history

PAUL Hanagan feels Taghrooda 
has the world at her feet after she 
rewrote the turf record books with a 
stunning victory in the King George 
VI And Queen Elizabeth Stakes. 

Riding for his boss Sheikh 
Hamdan A1 Maktoum, Hanagan was 
proved right in rejecting their Coral- 
Eclipse hero Mukhadram in favour 
of the unbeaten Investec Oaks. 

Taghrooda swept past the 
classy older horses Telescope 
and Mukhadram in the final 
furlong to score by three lengths 
and become only the second filly 
after Pawneese, in 1976, to win the 
Oaks and the King George in the 
same season. 

Her Newmarket-based trainer 
John Gosden hinted immediately 
after the race that the Yorkshire 
Oaks and the Qatar Prix de l’Arc 
de Triomphe were the two logical 
races before she is retired to stud at 
the end of the season. 

“I think after that I'd be con¬ 
fident wherever she goes next,” 
said Hanagan. “I was pretty confi¬ 
dent all the way round. They went 
hard up front early but it was very 
uncomplicated. 

“She felt like she’d come on a lot 
since the Oaks, I’d been riding her 
on the gallops and she felt like a 
million dollars. 

“She’s just so laid back and has an 
unbelievable temperament. 

“I was always confident she could 
mix it with the colts. It was a really 
good decision by Sheikh Hamdan 
and it was great for racing. It was 
nice for the public to see her take 
them on and the Sheikh getting a 
great reward. 

“It was a tough choice to not 
ride Mukhadram as I’d ridden 
him in all his 13 races but the 151b 
(allowance) for the filly swung it. 

“He (Mukhadram) ran a fantastic 
race and Dane (O’Neill) gave him a 
peach of a ride. It was just a great 
result for the team.” 

Clarehaven Stables handler 
Gosden said: “It was a special 
performance and I’m very glad 
Sheikh Hamdan made the correct 
decision. 

“She’s right up there and would 
have to be the best filly I’ve had 
over a mile and a half. 


“She’d done very well since 
Epsom, she’s bigger and stronger, 
more powerful and I thought Paul 
rode a beautiful race on her. 

“Up to the furlong pole it was in 
doubt, but in that last furlong she 
showed her class and stamina. 

“Going to the Irish Oaks would 
have been a defensive move. I think 
Sheikh Hamdan will place all of my 
horses now. 

“Races like the Yorkshire Oaks 
and then the Arc - that’s probably a 
nice pattern for her.” 

■ Seal Of Approval could aim to 
get her season back on track in 
either the Yorkshire Oaks or the 
Geoffrey Freer Stakes at Newbury 
next month. 

James Fanshawe’s filly claimed 
an impressive Group One victory in 


the British Champions Fillies and 
Mares Stakes at Ascot last October, 
but following a creditable return in 
the Yorkshire Cup, she ran no sort of 
race in the Lancashire Oaks. 

“Obviously she was disappointing 
(at Haydock). Going into the race she 
hadn’t really got to her best weight. 
Since then she has come on well and 
she’s moving well,” said Fanshawe. 

“We’ve got the forfeit for the 
Yorkshire Oaks next week so we’ll 
probably leave her in that and there 
is also the Geoffrey Freer, which is a 
week before. 

“We couldn’t have mn her any¬ 
where (recently) with the way the 
ground is. We’ve still got plenty of time 
with her as she loves soft ground.” 

■ Pallasator boosted his claims for 
the Betfred Ebor with an emphatic 


victory in the GL Events Owen Brown 
Handicap at Ascot. 

Sir Mark Prescott’s imposing five- 
year-old loomed up menacingly 
alongside long-timer Double Bluff 
and stormed away in the last half a 
furlong to score by two lengths. 

Bookmakers were impressed, 
with Paddy Power cutting Pallasa¬ 
tor to 8-1 favourite, from 12s, for 
the prestigious York handicap on 
August 23. 

“He will run in the Ebor, in which 
I have an adequate record,” Prescott 
said of the 3-1 scorer. 

“He’ll get a penalty, which he 
could have done without, but he’s 
a good horse who is entitled to go 
there and deserves the entry. 

“I don’t think the ground matters 
now that he’s an older horse.”

Jones praise 
for Burwell's 
young stars 

DANIEL Jones hailed the 
performance of Burwell's 
youngsters after they were 
narrowly denied a victory 
against Great Witchingham in 
the Gibbs Denley East Anglian 
Premier League. 

Shaftab Khalid's 5 for 23 had 
the visitors on the ropes at 
Mingay Park as they were nine 
down and still some way short 
of the target of 292. 

However, a steely unbeaten 
34 from James Page, going with 
Carl Rogers' earlier 96, ensured 
Witchingham held on for a 
draw.

Jones admitted to being 
surprised his side were asked 
to bat when Great Witchingham 
won the toss, particularly in 
favourable batting conditions at 
Mingay Park. 

Paul Summerskill anchored 
the innings with an unbeaten 
92, but the star for the hosts 
was undoubtedly 16-year-old 
batsman Milan Mniszko. 

Showing nothing but 
contempt for his elders, he 
took advantage of the short 
boundaries by clubbing 81 not 
out from just 62 balls, including 
four sixes and seven fours. 

Spin twins Khalid and Henry 
Hoare (3 for 65) then got stuck 
into the visiting top order. 

Yet Rogers and the obdurate 
Page kept their cool to ensure 
Burwell would have to settle for 
a share of the spoils.
